Cahalan eyes press 
conference on shooting

A news conference has been 
scheduled tentatively for 
tomorrow at which time 
Wayne County Prosecutor 
William Cahalan is expected 
to make an announcement as 
to whether warrants will be 
issued against officers 
involved in the recent STRESS 
shooting. 

Jim Ransom, executive 
assistant to the prosecutor, 
said Cahalan and Assistant 
County Prosecutor James N. 
Garber had met with 
investigators from the Detroit 
Police Department yesterday 
to go over all the evidence 
amassed so far. 

Some criminal warrants 
are expected to be issued, but 
the nature and extent are 
items for speculation only. 
However, a Detroit Police 
Department source said he 
believed that no murder 
warrants would be requested 


or issued and that the charges 
against the officers involved 
would not go beyond assault. 

Should Cahalan ^iake an 
announcement tomorrow , it 
will climax nearly two weeks 
of investigation into the March 
9 shooting in a Detroit 
apartment that resulted in the 
death of one Wayne County 
Sheriffs deputy, the critical 
wounding of another and the 
less serious wounding of two 
more deputies. 


Henrv Henderson, 40, a 
Wayne County Jail guard, was 
fatally shot by a Detroit police 
officer in the second floor fia» 
at 3210 Rochester St. shuruy 
after midnight. Deputy 
James Jenkins, 29, suffered a 
gunshot w ound to the head and 
lias lost the use of one eye. 
Deputy Henry Duvall, 24, was 
shot in the leg and has since 
been released. Aaron Vincent, 
23, the tenant of the 
apartment, alleges he was 


beaten by several Detroit 
police.

Lenten season 

EDITOR’S NOTE — The following is the sixth in a 
series of Lenten sermons by area pastors and leading 
churchmen. This week’s article was submitted by the 
Rev. Harold E. Koch, pastor of the Lutheran Church of 
the Apostles of Belleville. 

By REV. HAROLD E. KOCH 

As this is being written, I am awaiting the doctor’s 
report of the result of an exploratory operation. What is 
causing this person’s pain and misery? What needs to 
be done to restore good health? Major surgery? Minor 
corrective surgery? Constant medication? Change in 
dietary habits? Many questions come to mind as one 
wonders what the doctors will learn from this 
exploratory operation. But we must wait to hear from 
the doctors. 

Lent is a time that provides a similar experience. 
Those ,who think through the meaning of this 
penitential season of the church year usually receive 
new insights. 

The 40-day period that begins with Ash Wednesday 
and concludes with the Resurrection on Easter Sunday 
is a time for meditating on the great love of God that 
led St. John to write, "For God so loved the world that 
he gave his only Son, that whoever believes in him 
should not perish but have eternal life." 

Lent really causes us to look in two directions. We 
look to God and his love, his justice, his concern, his 
righteousness, his expectations, his judgment, his 
compassion, his kindness, his forgiveness, and all of 
the other attributes that make God the complete and 
holy Person that He is. 

When we hear Jesus say, "You, therefore, must be 
perfect, as your heavenly Father is perfect,” it causes 
us to look in the other direction - toward ourselves. 

The Lenten look at ourselves reveals the 
shortcomings, the failures, the willfulness, the plain 
old disobedience that makes us less than perfect. We 
see ourselves as sinners in need of salvation. It has 
been said that sin is not just "missing the mark.” It is 
rather "willfulling aiming in the wrong direction.” 

Lent is a time for seeing most clearly who God is and 
who He expects us to be. It is also a time for seeing how 
far short we fall from God’s hopes for us.

A legal opinion from the city 
attorney requested by the 
council stated it could approve 
parking on both sides of 
Brandt but would have to do it 
by amending the ordinance. 

To avoid any 

discrimination, the council in 
its order included all 37-foot or 
wider streets in the city to be 
deleted from the ordinance.

The Romulus City Council is 
expected to formally approve 
a three-year employment 
contract covering city 
employes this week. 

Hie finilization of the new 
contract’s language and terms 
relative to working conditions, 
salary and wage hiks and 
fringe benefits was to be 
presented to the city council at 
an executive session Tuesday 
night. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael, 
with his administrative aides 
and officials of Local 214 of the 
Teamsters, State, County and 
Municipal Workers, 
conducted lengthy contract 
sessions last Friday and again 
on Monday finalizing specific 
areas of the contract for 
submission to the city council. 

The union members 
employed by the city (40 to 50 
employes) approved the new 
contract by a vote of 22-20 on 
March 1 after a 13-day strike. 

The contract as agreed upon 
by negotiators of the city and 
union raises wages and 
salaries 17 to 51 per cent over 
the next three years. 

The contract calls for a 13 
per cent pay hike in the first 
year and six per cent hikes in 
the second and third years. 
The pay raises in excess of 
those currently provided 
under the present gi felines 
of the U S. Pay Bois ^ will 
require iliat gi nup s approval. 

All city employes will 
immediately receive a 5.5 per 
cent (or higher) pay boost. 
City officials have, it was 
reported, agreed to appear 
before the federal pay board 
to see if the city employes can 
receive more than the federal 
guidelines. 

T.ie strike began on Feb. 17 
over non-economic issues, 
including previously obtained 
employment benefits which 
the city proposed to eliminate 
or reduce. 

Under the new terms of the 
new job pact, the 13 per cent 
pay increase is retroactive to

Nov. 14 the start of Phase Two 
of the Presidential Wage and 
Price Freeze Program. 

Both secretarial and 
clerical employes under the 
new contract will receive a 13 
per cent pay hike in the first 
year of the contract, with the 
increase percentage above the 
5.5 per cent subject to federal 
pay board approval. 

The employes at the 
Department of Public Works 
will receive pay boosts 
ranging from 19 to 54 per cent, 
depending upon their 
classification. 


The city’s building 
inspectors will receive a pay 
hike of $2,500 in the first year 
and 6.5 per cent hikes in the 
second and third years. 
Building inspectors are 
currently receiving annual 
salaries of $8,500. 

The payment of the 
increased salary and wage 
hikes awaits final approval by 
the city council, which is 
expected to act this week. 

Union leaders and employes 
credited Mayor Carmichael’s 
continued efforts in keeping 
the parties at the negotiating 


table for the contract 
settlement. 

The three major areas of 
concern, involving longevity, 
unused sick leave and 
arbitration of grievances, 
were the basis of the first 
strike in the history of the city. 

The union insisted these 
benefits, won by employes 
under the old contract, which 
expired in April, 1971, be 
continued as provided. The 
city’s position was that the 
city council should have the

Doctor fined , 
put on probation 


Dr. Elvis S. Alford, 63, of 20 Liberty St., 
Belleville, has been fined $10,000 and placed 
on two years probation for income tax 
evasion. 

U.S. District Court Judge Damon J. Keith in 
Detroit imposed the sentence on Dr. Alford, 
who was the co-founder of the Belvil 
Community Hospital, following the doctor’s 
plea of nolo contendere to one count of income 
tax evasion. 

Dr. Alford was indicted by a federal grand 
jury in Detroit on five counts of income tax 
evasion in June. 1971. He entered his "no 
contest” plea to one count of the indictment 
on Jan. 19. 

1 The income tax evasion charges against ^ 
Alford cu'tored the years Lom it 54 to zifeV 

The doctor, according to the indictment, 
was accused of evading his income taxes 
during the years 1964-68 by failing to report 
more than $100,000 of income and failing to 
pay $26,000 in taxes over the fivO-year span. 

The maximum penalty Dr. Alford could 
have received to his plea of nolo contendere to 
one count of the five-count indictment was 
five years imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. 

In addition to the fine assessed by the court, 
Dr. Alford still will have to pay the back taxes 
plus interest, according to Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Loren G. Keenan, who is in charge 
of the federal case. 

The count on which Dr. Alford was 
sentenced involved the year 1966. 


In that year, Dr. Alford reported a taxable 
income of only $9,629, while the Internal 
Revenue Service agents reported his income 
was $30,635. 

In dropping the other four counts. Judge 
Keith ordered Dr. Alford to pay back taxes 
plus interest on them. 

Dr. Alford, who co-founded Belleville’s 70- 
bed medical facility, was its chief operating 
officer until 1966. 

The taxable income that Dr. Alford failed to 
include in his returns and allegedly did not 
report in the years cited in the indictment w as 
as follows: 

In 1964 reported income of $5,500, failed to 
include $27,200. 

in ».eu $6, aw hi income, failed to 

include $28,100. 

In 1966 reported $9,600, failed to include 

$30,600. 

In 1967 reported loss of $7,200 and failed to 
report adjusted gross income of $15,000. 

In 1968 reported a loss of $5,200 and failed to 
report an adjusted gross of $12,500. 

The indictment charges Dr. Alford paid an 
income tax of $1,100 in 1964 should have 
reported $7,400; in 1965 paid $1,200 and should 
have reported $7,300; in 1966, he paid an 
income tax of $2,100 and should have reported 
$8,500; in 1967, paid a tax of $371 and should 
have reported $1,800 and in 1968, he paid a tax 
of $271 and should have reported $1,400.

The bidding procedures and 
contract forms are to be in 
conformance with guidelines 
set forth by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 

The city’s first phase of its 
urban renewal program 
involves 175 of the 575 acres of 
land that are embraced in the 
total urban renewal program. 

The second request involved 
an accounting contract 
between the firm of Urban 


Technical Staff & Associates 
and the city. 

The contract with the firm 
was continued for 1972-73 at a 
cost of up to $6,000. The firm is 
to be paid for actual service 
rendered the city and was paid 
$2,099 on last year’s contract. 

The council also approved 
the renewal of a rental lease at 
the current offices of the 
Urban Renewal Agency, 
located at 6446 S. Wayne Rd. 
Romulus at a monthly rental 
of $125.

Majchrzak said he heard the 
dogs chasing the deer shortly 
before 7 a.m and that he fired 
two shots at the dogs, but not 
before they had brought four 
of the deer down. The fifth 
does died later. 

“There are only tw r o other 
places in Michigan where 
people can see these deer,” 
Majchrzak said “And mine is 


the only place in southeast 
Michigan.” 

Majchrzak said he has kept 
the white deer for 23 years, but 
only recently has had to fight 
off dog packs. 

Majchrzak, who obtained 
I he deer from two English 
hunters, has one white buck 
and a doe left. He also keeps 
two white-tailed deer, several 
sheep and ducks and geese on 
his lot. His animal sanctuary 
lias been a favorite stop for 
children in this area for a 
number of years. 

“They come in through the 


fence.” he said. “We cover up 
the holes, but they just dig 
right through again.” 

Majchrzak valued the deer 
at about $200 apiece and said it 
was not the first time 
unleashed dogs had attacked 
his livestock. On previous 
occasions, stray dogs have 
killed some of his chickens 
and ducks, he claimed. Calls 
to the dog pound about dogs 
running at large in the area 
were to no avail, he said. 

He said he intends to file a 
complaint with the city and a 
claim for damages.

McNealy’s resignation 
came as a surprise to Sumpter 
Township officials. His 
replacement has not yet been 
announced.

them even after they had 
identified themselves as 
police. 

The STRESS officers 
contend that they followed 
Deputy Jenkins into the 
apartment when they saw him 
exit a car with what they 
thought was a gun in his hand. 
The men said they did not 
receive an answer when they 
announced themselves, and 
entered after they had flashed 
their badges. 

Investigators have now 


established that both sides 
fired several shots and that 
the shot that killed Deputy 
Henderson came from the gun 
of a uniformed officer who had 
responded to an "officer in 
trouble” call, and not from the 
gun of a STRESS member. 

Detroit Police 
Commissioner John Nichols 
last week denied charges 
made by Duvall that his 
department was tring to 
"whitewash" -he incident. 

"Nobody’s trying to 


whitewash anything,” Nichols 
said "Were collecting as 
much evidence as possible and 
we expect the full investigaton 
to be completed this week.” 

Since the shooting, an angry 
outcry against the 
controversial STRESS unit 
has arisen from Detroit’s 
black community. Several 
leaders have called for the 
total abolishment of STRESS, 
an undercover unit that has 
been responsible for the 
deaths of 14 suspected felons 
in its 14 months of existence. 


Rezoning for gas station 
denied by Romulus council 


The unit has also racked up 
an impressive arrest record in 
hieh crime areas, 792 felony 
warrants and the confiscation 
of 581 handguns. 

Mayor Roman S. Gribbs and 
Nichols both have dismissed 
the idea of abolishing 
STRESS. 

Nichols did announce, 
however, that several changes 
will be made in the STRESS 
operation. Nichols said that all 
candidates for the unit will 
now undergo extensive 
psychological testing, and that 
more veteran supervisors, 
sergeants, will stay in close 
contact with on-the-street 
members of the decoy team. 


The Romulus City Council 
has denied a request from 
Marathon Oil Co. for a 
rezoning of the northwest 
corner of Middlebelt and 
Ecorse roads to allow for 
construction of a service 
station. 

The Southfield oil firm 
owning the land parcel at the 
intersection sought a zoning 
change from C-2 general 
business to C-3 (highway 
services). 

The city’s planning 
commission previously had 
recommended approval of the 
rezoning request. 

The roll call vote of the city 
council was 3-2 for the 
rezoning denial. Councilmen 
Fred Junior Block and 
William M Oakley opposed 
and Councilman Brooker R 
Edwards abstained from 
voting. 

Councilman James C. 
Stewart led the opposition to 
the firm’s rezoning petition, 
pointing out there are three 
gas service stations in the 
area and added that, in his 
opinion, there are "too many” 
stations in the city, especially 
in some areas where they are 


grouped around the same 
intersection. 

"There are at present three 
gas service stations now at 
this corner. It is ridiculous to 
have four service stations at 
one corner. I am against it. I 
won’t go for four stations on 
one comer anywhere in the 
city." 

Councilman Ellis T. 
Pennington pointed out the 


firm had constructed service 
stations elsewhere in the city 
and some were subsequently 
closed down after short 
periods of operations. 

Councilman Edmund Bizek 
slated, "I think that Romulus 
is loaded with gas stations. I 
don’t go for having four gas 
stations at this corner or any 
corner for at least two more 
years."

Vote for lottery fights crime 
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In our opinion 

Representation without 
taxation is wrong too 


“Taxation without representation” was one 
of the battle cries of the Revolutionary War 
almost 200 years ago Now' we’re faced with 
the reverse situation. “Representation 
without taxation.” 

Both situations we feel are wrong 

We’re not arguing with the right of 18-year- 
olds to vote. It is the law- of the state and we 
will support it. 

However, it is not right for someone being 
able to vote in elections that can determine 
property tax rates or to hold offices that 
would allow them to levy taxes when they are 
not taxpayers themselves. 

Simply put, we do not understand why a 
college student living in a state owned 
dormitory, which contributes nothing to its 
local governmental agencies in the way of 
property tax, should be allowed any say in the 
amount of property taxes paid by others in 
that community, such as Ann Arbor, 
Ypsilanti. East Lansing, etc. 

In fact, it is our understanding that - other 
than Michigan and Michigan Stale - 
universities in Michigan don’t even contribute 
to their local communities’ police and fire 
protection, while those same universities 
certainly draw' from the communities' tax 
bases 

We are not referring to any elections in 
which student would be eligible to participate 
at his official residence - in the case of a 
dormitory resident, his parents’ home - such 
as national or statewide elections. He can 
participate in those elections ny ai sen tee 
ballot. 

If students live off campus they - like any 
iii her renter or homeowner - should be 
entitled to the residency privileges of those 
living around them since they also have the 
others’ residency obligations, namely the 
paying of taxes to his new community either 
directly or through rent. 

While the damage such injustices can bring 
about hasn’t occurred anywhere yet to our 
knowledge, we can see it coming in 


communities in which the student population 
is greater than that of the city proper. 

In other words, students in a college larger 
than the city around it could dictate from the 
confines of their dorm rooms how much 
property tax regular residents of the 
community would have to pay regardless of 
how - in theory' • all of those regular residents 
voted. All of this could take place without the 
students having to fork over a penny of their 
own. 

The same argument should hold true for 
out-of-state tuition. We must assume that out- 
of state students come to Michigan schools 
because they like something about our 
schools more than those in their ow n states or 
countries. 

That something they like is there simply 
because residents of Michigan have paid for it 
through state taxes down through the years. 
Hence, it wouldn’t be fair to Michigan 
students, or their parents for that matter, to 
be forced to seek their education elsewhere 
because something better about our schools 
attracts out-of-state students. 

The out-of-state tuition can be a mighty 
discouraging factor when it comes to deciding 
what school someone wants to attend. 

If an out-of-state student w ishes to set up an 
official residence - and that should mean 
elsewhere than on tax exempt property - he 
would be eligible to become a Michigan 
resident, should he desire to do so. and 
receive full residency privileges. 

The students might retort w ith the fact that, 
by living in the community whether in a 
dormitory or not, they would be paying at 
least one state tax, the sales tax. 

However, that shouldn’t be a legitimate 
argument either since a person taking an 
extended vacation in another state would be 
paying sales taxes there and wouldn’t be 
eligible to vote in an » election taking place in 
that state. 

He also wouldn’t be losing his voting 
privileges in his hometown provided he made 
arrangements for an absentee ballot.

Spring has arrived 


Now the fairest season of them all. Spring, 
lias taken its place in the turn of the seasons. 

This year spring arrived officially at 7:22 
a m. Monday. 

As the sun moves further into the northern 
latitudes, it will bring with its warmth the 
flights of migratory birds, the greenness of 
new' grass and the sound of new life 
quickening all around us. 

The sweetness of early flowers will be with 
us again. 

In this year of 1972, we, as a people, need 
much faith and w r e need confidence in our own 


ability to bring the light of new reason and 
persuasion to bear on old problems as we seek 
to end a war, to talk with our enemies, to 
guide our nation through the search for 
greater individual security and opportunity 
while preserving the freedom without which 
life is not worth living. 

As the gentle warmth of first of the first 
Spring day and th« • dappled shade of new- 
leaves move across the land, the freshness of 
the season will bring a new- enthusiasm for the 
unfolding life that lies before us. 


When the voters go to the polls for the May 
primary, they will have an opportunity to do two 
things with one vote. 

By voting in favor of the constitutional proposal 
that would permit a state lottery, the voter can 
establish what amounts to a voluntary tax, while at 
the same time striking a severe blow at organized 
crime. 

It has been clear to me for more thafi two years 
that the vast majority of the people of Michigan are 
fed up with compulsory taxation. The letters I 
received in support of my refusal to extend the 
income tax increase underlined that fact. 

The letters and telepnone calls that I have 
received over the past few months concerning the 
property tax makes it obvious that if the members 
of the State Legislature are to fulfill their 

responsihlitiesto the people who elected them they 
must laKc positive action to reduce property taxes 

At the same time, it is also painfully apparent that 
despite the best efforts of the legislature, state 
spending will continue at a distressingly high level. 

If it is true that the people have had enough of 


high compulsory taxation, yet the demands for state 

services are also high, then it follows that the an* 
wer is voluntary taxation. 

A state lottery fits that definition. No one would be 
compelled to buy a lottery ticket. No one would be 
forced to pay the tax revenue which is the 
fundamental purpose of a lottery. 

Tilt* idea of a lottery for public purposes is not 
new. Ben Franklin established such a system before 
this country became a nation. The experience of 
New- Jersey shows that a well run lottery can 
produce substantial revenue for the state; just as 
the experience of New York shows that a poorly run 
lottery will not produce the money anticipated. 

Based on the information that I have assembled 
ever since starting this fight to let the people decide 
on a state lottery years ago, it would appear that 
Michigan will realize between $100 to $129 million a 
year if the people support my position. 

That is not the whole story. I am reliably 
informed that the illegal numbers racket is the 
financial backbone of organize i crime in Michigan 
The numbers provide the capital the hoods need to 
finance their jirty operations in drugs, prostitution, 


the infiltration of legitimate business, and a host of 
other illegal and immoral acts. 

By pulling the pin out of the unholy interlocking 
structure of organized crime, by severely cutting 
ipto the financial base of that evil underground 
machinery that wrecks the lives of so many families 
and individuals, we can improve our society. 

There will be those who say that a state lottery 
merely legitimizes a bad activity. To those people, 
let them consider the facts as they are, not as we 
hope them to be. We may never have a society in 
which all members are as we would hope them to 
be. 

Indeed the moguls of organized crime have 
recognized this fact, and that is why they have 
reaped the huge profits that they have reapej. 

The proposal for a state lottery represents the 
culmination of many years of thought and effort on 
my part and on the part of a substantial number of 
my colleagues to meet two needs in this State. 

It is not a total answer to many of our problems, 
but. it does represent a giant step forward in the 
battle to control compulsory taxation and to defeat 
organized crime.

According to a recent memo 
from the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus, you should 
ask the following questions 
before you give money, 
assistance or your name to a 
charitable group. 


— Has the organization 
complied with all state and 
local laws? 

— Is there a definite need 
for the charity? Will it 
duplicate the work of an 
existing agency? 

— Who is promoting it? Will 
the promoter get any financial 
benefit? 

— Will only a reasonable 
percentage of the income be 
used for overhead, 
advertising, fund-raising and 
promotion? More than 15 to 20 
per cent is too much. 


— Are you willing to have 
your closest personal friends 
donate to the cause solely 
because your name appears 
as one of the sponsors? 

— Are you willing to devote 
sufficient time of your own to 
make sure the organization’s 
management is honest and 
effective? ,

\li hough the courts ruling 
was based on sound 
arguments, it unquestionably 
was not the intent of those who 
drafted the constitution to 
make any such allowances 
Nor has it ever been the intent 
of the legislature to permit 
unlimited taxes by any local 
unit of government.

Various members of the 
legislature already have 
proposed a constitutional 
amendment to reverse the 
ruling and protect taxpayers 
from being saddled with high 
unwanted and unvoted taxes. 
This proposal has my full 
support and efforts 

Unfortunately, because this 
involves a constitutional 
amendment, it requires a vote 
of the people. All that the 
legislature can do is to put it 
on the ballot, by a two thirds 
vote in each chamber 

It is unlikely that the 
proposed amendment could be 
placed on the May 16 
presidential primary ballot, 
due to a lack of time It is 
more likely that it will be on 
the Aug 8 stale primary 
ballot 

The proposal would ask that 
the previously assumed limit 
of 15 mills in cities, townships 
and most other governmental 
units be clearly specified The 
limit in charter cities would be 
2U mills The amendment also 
w'ould restore the vote 
requirement 

There will be efforts to move 
this legislation quickly 

In its written decision, the 
Supreme Court extended 
sympathy to taxpayers, but 


nonetheless ruled that local 
units of government could 
raise taxes without a vote The 
decision was written by 
Justice Eugene F Black, who 
said. “My reluctantly 
inevitable answer is bound to 
startle and then pain 
grievously thousands and 
thousands of property owners 
in Michigan. The prodigal sky 
is now the constitutional limit 
and the only restraint left is 
that which the legislature may 
choose to impose upon local 
public debts.” 

The decision came out of a 
lawsuit filed by a Grosse Isle 
man who contended that 
Grosse Isle Township could 
not. without a vote of the 
people, levy unlimited taxes to 
pay an assessment upon the 
township by the Drainage 
District Board. 

The court ruled that 
taxpayers have to pay up 
under a section of the 
constitution that says a 15-mill 
one-yearlimitalionon real and 
tangible personal property 
taxes does not apply “to taxes 
imposed for the payment of 
principal and interest on 
txinds or other evidences of 
indebtedness or for the 
payment of assessments or 
contractural obligations in 
anticipation of which bonds 
are issues.” 

In addition, the constitution 
sets no limits where limits 
already are imposed by local 
charter or general law. 

In another surprising 
decision, the Supreme Court 
struck down a state law 
classifying marijuana as a 
hard narcotic, ruling that it 
was in violation of the equal 
protection clauses of the state 
and federal constitutions

Faust lauds Michigan 
student research group 


College students who are 
attempting to establish a 
state-wide, student funded 
organization to help protect 
the ‘public interest” have 
received the public 
endorsement of State Sen. 
William Faust (D-Westland). 

“Those students now 
organizing the Public Interest 
Research Group in Michigan 
(PIRGIM) have my 
admiration as well as my 
strong support,” said Faust. 

“This student-controlled 
organization, to be staffed by 
a firm of full-time professional 
personnel working on such 
critical problems as the 
environment and consumer 
protection, will give students 
an effective means through 


which to accomplish 
responsible change. 

“More importantly, 
PIRGIM will provide a 
mechanism for responsible 
citizen action, a mechanism to 
solve the many problems 
faced by our society and of 
particular concern to 
Michigan citizens.” 

An organizational plan for 
PIRGIM indicates the 
professional team will work in 
conjunction with student 
researchers and faculty 
advisors, under the policy 
guidance of a student board of 
directors. 

The group is paid with funds 
raised and allocated by 
students and concentrates on 
representation of student and 
citizen causes before the 


courts, the legislative and the 
public. 

Over 15,000 students at the 
University of Michigan have 
signed petitions, which have 
been presented to the U-M 
Board of Regents asking that 
students there be assessed $3 
per school year to fund the 
program. 

The petitions also ask that 
the university serve as a 
collection agency. 

Similar student 
organizations have been 
organized in the states of 
Oregon, Minnesota.

WHEREAS, the Huron-Ginton Metropolitan Authority, 
a public body corporate under the laws of the State of 
Michigan, has requested this Board to adopt an Ordinance 
establishing controls for the operation and maintenance of 
Lower Huron Metropolitan Park in Van Buren Township, 
Wayne County, Michigan; and 
WHEREAS, the Van Buren Township Board has 
carefully considered the said request and believes that the 
proposed controls are reasonable and will be for the best 
interests of the community and citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the Van Buren Township Board has the 
power and authority under the terms and provisions of Act 
No. 246 of the Michigan Public Acts of 1945 as amended (1 
Mich. Comp. Laws of 1948, Secs. 41.181 at seq.; 3 Mich. 
Stat. Ann. Secs. 5.45 (1) et seq.) to adopt such an 
Ordinance: 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED, 
that an Ordinance shall be and the same hereby is 
authorized and adopted, establishing the following 
controls for the operation and maintenance of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park within the Township of Van 
Buren. County of Wayne. State of Michigan: 

Sec. 1 Control of Swimming and Wading. 

Sec. 1.1 Swimming and bathing are prohibited within 
the boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park, except 
in specially constructed swimming pool facilities or in 
areas marked as swimming areas. No person shall use 
any swimming pool facility or marked swimming area 
except in accordance with posted rules and regulations 
governing such use and when Authority life guards are on 
duty. 

Sec. 1.2 Wading is prohibited within the boundaries of 
Lower Huron Metropolitan Park, except in swimming 
pool facilities or marked swimming areas; provided, that 
the prohibitions of this section shall not apply to 
fishermen actually engaged in fishing. 

Sec. 2 Dangerous or Obnoxious Materials or 
Equipment. 

Sec. 2.1 No person shall deposit or abandon in or on any 
lands or water areas within the boundaries of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park any garbage, sewage, bottles, 
refuse, trash, waste or other obnoxious material except in 
receptacles provided for such purposes. 

Sec. 2.2 No person shall have in his possession or control 
any glass bottle or container in or on any pool area, beach 
area or baseball diamond in Lower Huron Metropolitan 
Park, or in any other locality in said Park where 
possession of glass bottles and containers is prohibited by 
posted notices. 

Sec. 2.3 No person shall have in his possession or control 
any slingshot, pellet gun, air rifle, fireworks, explosives 
or other dangerous materials within the boundaries of 
Lower Huron Metropolitan Park. 

Sec. 3. Signs and Handbills. 

Sec. 3.1 Handbills, newspapers or other circulars may 
be offered or distributed within the boundaries of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park only by passing them hand-to- 
hand; such distribution will be allowed only in automobile 
parking lots, unless other areas for such distribution are 
designated by the Authority. 

Sec. 3.2 No person shall post, fasten, paint or affix any 
placard, bill, notice or sign upon any structure, tree or 
automobile within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park, except that temporary directional 
signs for group picnics or events may be placed on 
signposts designated for such purposes by the Authority 
and must be removed at the conclusion of the event. 

Sec. 4 Unlawful Fires 

Sec. 4.1 No person shall start or maintain a fire within 
the boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park, except 
in picnic stoves, fireplaces or spaces provided for such 
purpose. 

Sec. 4.2 No person shall dump any burning material or 
hot ashes into any trash containers or elsewhere within 
the boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park unless 
such container or locality shall be marked as a receptacle 
for such material. 

Sec. 5 Closing of Park. 

Sec. 5.1 No person shall enter or remain in Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park after the posted closing hours except 
by written permission of the Authority. 

Sec. 5.2 No person shall use or occupy any area or 
facility in Lower Huron Metropolitan Park when such 
area or facility is closed to the use of the public by order of 
the Authority. 

Sec. 6.2 Dogs, Pets, Horses and Livestock. 

Sec. 6.1 No person shall bring into, or have in his 
possession or control within the boundaries of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park any dog or pet unless such dog 
or pet shall be kept on a leash not over six (6) feet in length 
and under the immediate control of some responsible 
person 

Sec. 6.2 No person shall bring into, or have in his 
possession or control any dog or pet, in any area of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park except in picnic areas and other 
areas designated by the Authority by posted notices, 
provided that this Section shall not apply to leader dogs 
for the blind or to dogs under the control of the Authority. 

Sec. 6.3 No person shall ride or lead any horse within the 
boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park, except in 
areas designated by the Authority 


Sec. 6.4 No person shall permit or allow the running at 
large, herding, grazing or driving of any livestock of any 
kind within the boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan 
Park. 

Sec. 7 Alcoholic Beverages. 

Sec. 7.1 It shall be unlawful for any person under the age 
of eighteen ( 18) years to possess, transport into or within, 
or have under his control within the boundaries of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park, any beer, wine or other 
alcoholic beverages. 

Sec. 7.2 No person shall sell or furnish any beer, wine or 
other alcoholic beverage to any person under the age of 
eighteen ( 18) years within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park. 

Sec. 7.3 No person shall have in his possession within the 
boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park any 
alcoholic beverage stronger than beer or wine. 

Sec. 7.4 No person shall have in his possession within 
the boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park any 
beer, wine or other alcoholic beverage during times when 
the same is prohibited by posted notices. 

Sec 7.5 No person shall consume any beer, wine or other 
alcoholic beverage within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park except in picnic areas. 

Sec. 8 Commercial Activities. 

No person or organization other than the Authority, its 
hirees and licensees shall, within the boundaries of Lower 
Huron Metropolitan Park, advertise, offer for hire, vend 
or sell any service, food, beverage, merchandise or other 
personal property or advertise, carry on or conduct any 
other business or commercial activity, nor shall my 
person or organization beg or solicit contributions or 
donations within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park. 

Sec. 9 Off-the Road Vehicles. 

No person shall operate, or have in his possession within 
the boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park any off- 
the-road motorndriven vehicle, including, by way of 
example but not by way of limitation, any minibike, 
motorcycle, dunemobile, snowmobile, converted 
snowmobile, all-terrain vehicle, amphibious vehicle or 
similar motorized device. 

Sec. 10 Preservation of Property and Natural 
Resources. 

Sec. 10.1 No person shall injure, deface, disturb, befoul 
nor in any manner destroy or cause to be destroyed any 
portion of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park or any facility 
building, sign, structure, equipment, utility or other 
property found therein. 

Sec. 10.2 No person shall dig for, remove, injure or 
destroy any tree, flower, shrub, plant or growing thing or 
any wildlife, except as otherwise provided by law, or any 
rock, mineral, artifact or other material within the 
boundaries of Lower Huron Metropolitan Park without 
written permission from the Authority. 

Sec. 11 Musical Instruments, Radios, Record or Tape 
Players and Sound Amplifying Devices. 

No person shall operate or play any musical instrument, 
radio, mechanical record or tape player, loudspeaker, 
public address system or sound amplifying equipment of 
any kind within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park in such a manner as to cause the sound 
emanating therefrom to exceed a loudness of 75 decibels 
when measured on the 70db scale at a distance of 15 feet 
from the sound source without a written permit issued by 
the Authority. 

Sec. 12 Receipt of Service, Privilege or License Without 
Payment of Fee. 

Where a fee or charge is requested for any service, 
privilege or license offered by the Authority or its 
licensees within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park, no person shall obtain, or attempt to 
obtain such service, privilege or license without payment 
of such fee or charge. 

Sec. 13 Disorderly Conduct. 

No person or group of persons shall engage in any 
drunken, loud, boisterous, disorderly or indecent conduct, 
nor shall any person or group of persons commit or 
engage in any assault or other activity which shall 
endanger or annoy other persons or disturb the peace or 
good order within the boundaries of Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park. 

Sec. 14 Definitions. 

As used herein the word “Authority” means the Huron- 
Ginton Metropolitan Authority, a public body corporate 
under the laws of the State of Michigan, and its duly 
authorized officers, employees, agents and 
representatives. 

Sec. 15 Penalty. 

Every person convicted of any violation of any provision 
of this Ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $500.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 90 days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 16 Severability 

If a part or parts of this Ordinance are for any reason 
held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision shall 
not affect the validity or constitutionality of the remaining 
portions of this Ordinance. 

Sec 17 Prior Ordinances. 

This Ordinance shall not be deemed to repeal the 
provisions of prior ordinances which are not inconsistent 
herewith 

Sec 18 This Ordinance shall take effect 30 days from the 
date of Publication

Section 3. That the applicant for such permit shall 
submit to the Township of Van Buren the following 
information: 

(a) Tax item number of the parcel of real estate 
whereon the structure to be demolished or removed is 
located. 

(b) Post office address of the affected structure. 

(c) In the event the application is for removal of a 
structure, applicant must have the post office address to 
which the structure is to be moved and the route of such 

removal. . , , . . 

(d) Name, address, and telephone number of both the 
owner and the contractor. 

(e) The contractor must exhibit to the Township his 
current State of Michigan Residential Maintenance and 
Alteration Contractor’s License for Moving or Demolition 
in accordance with Act 383, Public Acts of 1965. as 
amended. 

(f) The applicant must provide written evidence of 
utilities disconnections from the Detroit Edison Company, 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Company, and Van Buren 
Township Water Department. 

2. Section 5 of Ordinance 4-14-70 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 5. That in addition to applying for and receiving 
a permit for demolition or removal, there shall also be 
required the posting of a performance bond in the sum of 
.‘71,000 . 00 to be cancelled upon final inspection and approval 
That approval will not be given until all property damage 
to third parties has been repaired or provided for to the 
satisfaction of said third parties.

REGULATING THE SAFE DESIGN, CONSTRUCTION, 
INSTALLATION, ALTERATION. INSPECTION, 
TESTING, MAINTENANCE AND LICENSING OF 
REFRIGERATING SYSTEMS AND APPURTENANCES 
THEREOF IN THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, AND 
TO REPEAL ALL ORDINANCES AND REGULATIONS 
INCONSISTENT WITH ANY OF THE PROVISIONS OF 
THIS ORDINANCE. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWNSHIP BOARD OF 
THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, WAYNE COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN: 

Section I. The Recommended Refrigerating Systems 
Ordinance for the Reciprocal Refrigeration Council, Inc. 
as approved by said Council on September 22, 1965, is 
hereby adopted for the Township of Van Buren, and its 
provisions shall be effective in this Township, except as 
hereinafter provided as is set out at length herein, and 
from the effective date of this Ordinance the provisions of 
said Refrigerating Systems Ordinance shall be controlling 
within the limits of the Township of Van Buren.

In place of section 3.1 of the Recommended 
Refrigerating Systems Ordinance setting forth provisions 
for a Board of Examiners, the Alternate Section 3.1 as set 
forth in the Recommended Refrigerating Systems 
Ordinance is hereby adopted and shall read as follows: 

The Township of Van Buren designates the Board of 
Examiners of the City of Detroit to serve as its Board of 
Examiners and the applicant shall pay to the City of 
Detroit any fees or charges imposed by the City of Detroit 
for such service.

County board 
gets new face 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners will begin 
operating through a 
dramatically streamlined 
committee structure, 
designed to speed up the 
legislative process, on April 1. 

The board approved the new 
setup March 16. 

The present structure of 14 
standing committees, two 
special committees and 11 
subcommittees is reduced to 
five eorpmittees and or® sub- 
committee. 

The time taken to consider 
many iitems will be reduced 
by as much as four weeks, 
predicted Board Chairman 
Robert E. FitzPatrick, who 
proposed the new structure. 

Of the present structure, 
only the Ways and Means 
Committee, consisting of all 26 
commissioners, and its 
special budget subcommittee, 
will be retained. 

Matters now handled by the 
other committees will be 
distributed among four new 
committees - Human 
Resources, General 
Government, Public Works, 
and Public Safety and 
Judiciary. 

A key change is elimination 
of the committee-of-the-whole 
session now held at each full 
board mmeeting. At present, 
all items from committees 
other than Ways and Means 
must go through the 


committee-of-the-whole 
before final consideration. 
Thus two weeks will be saved 
in routine action on most 
items. 

“The new structure is the 
product of three years of 
experience under the present 
committee system, and should 
be a big improvement,” said 
Commissioner Albert J. Zak, 
chairman of the rules 
committee which 
recommended approval of the 
new setup. 

Each of the four new 
committees will have 11 or 12 
members and meet on a 
specified day each week, 
enabling commissioners and 
other interested parties to 
arrange their schedules 
accordingly, he pointed out. 

Present committees vary in 
size and meet irregularly at 
the call of their chairmen. 

Members of the rules 
committee are, in addition to 
Zak (D-Dist. 8) of 
Hamtramck: John N. Sabo Jr. 
(D-Dist. 24) of Taylor, who 
represents part of Westland 
and all of Wayne, Van Buren 
Township, Belleville, 
Romulus and Sumpter.

9) of Detroit, who is 
vice-chairman; Richard E. 
Manning (D-Dist. 19) of 
Redford; and Michael J.

“My boy will kill your boy,” said the coach after the 
dialogue with one of his colleagues came to an impasse. 

“That may be so, but my boy belongs in there somewhere, 
replied the second coach. 

A plot to “kill” someone? No, just two of the area high 
school coaches discussing the attributes of their wrestlers 
whose credentials came under close scrutiny yesterday by a 
panel of coaches w hose job was to pick the 1972 All- Area high 
school wrestling team 

The panel accomplished its job. 

But there were some questions that stayed dangling like 
the ones that made the participles famous. 

“Why don’t we have a tournament at the end of the season 
to decide who are the best in the area?” asked Tom Fritz, 
Belleville High s head mat strategist “Then, there can be no 
argument who is the best.” 

The recommendation stayed as such for some of the 
coaches felt that after the state tournament the wrestlers - 
and the coaches - are too tired. 

Much of the controversy this year, as in the past, arises 
from the fact that many prep grapplers will wrestle up a 
weight or two during the regular season, then drop to the 
weight desirable for the district and state tournaments. 

Therefore, a wrestler may not have an outstanding over all 
dual meet or tournament record because he has competed in 
the higher weight classes, but once in the desirable class he 
may be strong enough to reach the state Finals. 

Thus, do you select the All-Area candidate on his 
performances during the regular season when he may not 
have done so well, or on the later part of the season when he 
wrestled in what is believed his best weight class? 

“When I’m asked to vole for an All-Area team, I go at it as 
if we w ere taking our best 12 kids against the best 12 say in 
Dlinois,” said Dean Shipman, Garden City West High School 
Head Coach. “It is the best boys we want.” 

And when there are two who are so equally matched that 
even a vote by the coaches doesn’t decide the issue, then 
wnat? Do you pick, tor example, the senior over the junior 
because the senior is rounding out his prep career? 

“Whether an athlete is a sophomore or senior is 
inmaterial.” said Don Haney. Wayne Memorial’s head 
coach “If the sophomore has the credentials and has proven 
himself then he deserves the recognition.” 

Amidst all of the discussion an outsider soon realizes that 
these coaches know each other’s teams and wrestlers well. 
No one was going to slip anything over on them. 

And you have to give these men credit. With their sweat 
and work, they have helped produce some of the best high 
school talent in the state as well as nation: They have 
increased the sport’s popularity in this area so that it is 
second to none. 

A score of fans have been bugging this desk to learn when 
the All-Area wrestling team will be published, that's the way 
the sport has caught on in the area. A few years ago the fans 
wouldn't have cared a pennysworth 



rnosl underrated swimmer on 
the Tiger squad this year,” 
has produced a 2:10.5 for the 
200 yard individual medley 
and holds the school record for 
the 100-yard backstroke at 
1:00.8 Also a four-year 
varsity swimmer, he qualified 
for the stale finals.

What is the first thing a 
mother should do when her 
child swallows something that 
may be poisonous? 

“Keep the remains of the 
contents of the bottle or box in 
order to identify the poison 
and estimate the dosage - as 
you call your doctor 
immediately,” advises poison 
control authority Dr. Joseph 
Greensher. 

Dr. Greensher, who was 
recently interviewed by the 
Health Insurance Institute, is 
associate director of the 
Poison Control Center at 
Nassau County Medical 
Center in New- York. 

Too often, parents do not 
react fast enough w'hen an 
emergency occurs, according 
to the doctor, simply because 
they get too panicky. They 
may omit vital details which 
could later quickly identify the 
item swallowed and the 
dosage, and thus delay a 
doctor’s course of action. 

Where to Go for Help 

According to Dr. Greensher 
and Dr. Howard C. Mofenson, 
who collaborated on a recent 
scientific article on poisons, 
children under five ingest an 
estimated 3,000,000 inedible 
items every year that “may or 
may not produce 
symptoms.” 

Where can a parent go for 


help? First, try to reach your 
doctor, Dr. Greensher 
advises. If that fails, call your 
local Poison Control Center, or 
your community hospital, or 
the police. If you have small 
children it is a good idea 
generally to keep the phone 
numbers of these facilities by 
the telephone. 

A good precautionary' move, 
according to Dr. Greensher. is 
toKeepai honean ounce oottle 
of syrup of ipecac - to induce 
vomiting, if that is what the 
doctor orders. Another useful 
item to keep on the first-aid 
shelf is activated charcoal for 
dilution. 

Here are measures Dr. 
Greensher suggests parents 
take to prevent accidental 
poisoning. 

When storing potentially 
dangerous items - keep them 
high out of a child's reach and 
also under lock and key. 
Children often climb on a 
chair or box to get at a wall 
cabinet. 

Never put dangerous 
products in containers used 
for eating or drinking. 

Never place pills or 
medication in a refrigerator 
within easy reach of a child 
He may assume that anything 
there is edible. If medicine 
must be kept cool, it should be 
in a locked-tight “child-proof" 
container. 

Never leave pills in a

license. 

The ordinance also requires 
kennel operators to have at 
least five acres of land for the 
operation of their kennels, 
which have to be licensed by 
the city council.

Electric heat’s 
future bright 

The picture continues to be bright for electric heat, 
according to an industry source which reports a five percent 
increase in new installations and conversions during 1971. 

This brings the number of residences using electric heat to 
almost five million. The ratio of single-family homes to 
apartments is about two-and -one-half to one. Projections for 
1980 total 11,300.000. 

On the non-residential scene electric heat is also showing a 
steady growth. According to latest statistics, 27 per cent of 
non-residential structures built in 1970 were heated 
electrically. Three out of four buildings were also equipped 
with electric air conditioning. 

Electric heat’s significant inroads into various building 
markets are due to its across-the-board benefits for builders, 
owners.and tenants. It offers even heat, cleanliness (there’s 
no fuel oxidation to cause soot or dust), noiselessness, and 
individual room temperature controls. It eliminates the need 
for furnace rooms, storage tanks, ductwork and radiators. 
Cost of installation is relatively low, and maintenance is 
minimal. 

As a bonus attraction, buildings with electric heat tend to 
be better constructed because many utilities specify high 
performance structural requirements for them. 

A primary specification is for full thermal insulation in 
ceilings, walls and floors. This is intended to assure the most 
efficient operation of the system, to cut heat loss and to keep 
fuel costs low. As part of the specification, the utilities also 
urge use of windows with superior insulating qualities.

You can cut your heating 
and cooling bills by being a 
fuel w'atcher. As 
conservationists and fuel 
experts battle the problems of 
tapping new* resources, 
homeowners might learn how 
lo use their fuel more 
efficiently and economically. 

And the industry is 
providing the information. 
Armed with statistics on the 
problem, Barbara Bland, 
coordinator of women’s 
programs for the American 
Petroleum Institute, an 
organization of some 8,000 oil 
companies, is trying to con- 
vince women it is worth the ef- 
fort. She plans lo spread her 
message that while energy re- 
quirements are increasing the 
supply of oil and gas someday 
may not meet the demand 
“But most women say, ‘well 
if we don’t have oil, we can use 
electricity,’ but actually 40 per 
cent of the energy that 
provides electricity comes 
from oil and natural gas." 

To get maximum fuel use 
during the period the industry 
describes as an energy gap, 
here are some pointers: 

—Use heavy appliances— 
rug shampooers, sanders and 
so on— after six o’clock. The 
peak fuel demand is between 
the hours of 8 to 6 when 
industries, schools, stores, 
factories and offices are busy. 

-Never let a faucet drip. 
One drip a second wastes 700 
gallons of water a year, and if 
it is hot water that is dripping, 
it will have wasted lots of 
energy. 

—Thermostats should be 
kept at about 70 degrees. 
Every degree over 70 
increases the cost of its use by 
3 per cent. Setting the 
thermostat down five degrees 
at night will save energy and 
money. If a room in the house 
is unused, it should be closed 
off. 

When you leave the house 
for a weekend, lower the 
thermostat about five 
degrees. If you plan to be 
away for a longer period the 
thermostat might be put at 55 
degrees. 

If a thermostat is on a cold 
wall or in a drafty place it will 
increase your fuel bill, and it 
shouldn't be on a wall that 
might be exposed to a window 
that is used for airing a room. 
An old thermostat might be 
monitoring heating require- 
ments irregularly. 

—Air conditioners should be 
adequate but not too large for 
your needs. 

All appliances use energy. 
Bigger washing loads should 
1 m? pul in the machine and. if 
possible, it should be used 
after six Because it is there, 
some women get in the habit 
of keeping the washing 
machine running constantly 
with just a few’ things in it. 
Limit the use of your dish 
washer. Fill it to capacity. 

Television requires a big 
power thrust so don’t turn it 
off and on. It also is better to 
leave your vacuum cleaner 
running while you move a

eralors defrosted— if frost is 
allowed lo build the machine 
will have to work harder. 

—Make sure fireplace 
dampers are closed in winter 
as heal rises and escapes. 

— Keep furniture, drapes 
and objects away from 
radiators where they might 
trap heat or cool the air. If 
walls are cold place a sheet of 


aluminum or aluminum foil 
between wall and radiator to 
reflect heat into the room. 

—Furnaces should be 
cleaned regularly. Dirty 
filters on warm air systems 
can cause poor distribution of 
heat The same is true of even 
a thin layer of dust on 
radiators or baseboards. 

While the industry feels that 
what one does in the home to 


save fuel might be only a mi- 
nor solution to ihe bigger 
problem of oil shortage, Miss 
Bland observes, it is a step in 
the right direction as the 
industry and 
environmentalists try to come 
to terms 


Here’s the answer 


Q.— A couple of years ago, 
you told someone how to get a 
pickled pine finish I clipped it 
out, but have since lost it. I 
now- want to use that kind of 
finish. Could you repeat the in- 
structions, please? 

A.— There are several ways 
to achieve a pickled pine 
finish. Here is one of them. 
Use a commercial bleach to 
lighten the wood. After 
following the manufacturer’s 
instructions on what to use to 
wipe off any residue, give the 
wood a coat of paste white 
paint tinted very slightly with 
raw’ umber and flat black. 
Wipe it off lightly. When dry. 
the surface should be given 
two coals of clear shellac, 
diluted 50 per cent w’ith 
denatured alcohol Finish with 
a paste wax. 


A.— Naturally, there is no 
way I can tell from this van- 
tage point whether it is real 
ebony But you sure got a 
wrong steer about the weight 
of ebony. It is one of the 
heaviest woods. Are you sure 
the information you received 
didn’t refer to balsa, a very 
light wood much used in hobby 
work? 


Q— There appears to be a 
white film over the top of a 
table I varnished about a year 
ago. I don’t want to do any- 
thing to make it worse. How 
can I get rid of the whiteness? 

A — Depending on the cause 
of the trouble, the surface can 
tie restored in any one of sev- 
eral ways. Try rubbing lightly 
with a piece of flannel damp- 
ened with oil of camphor or oil 
of peppermint or ammonia or 
powdered pumice and linseed 
oil. Note that you should use 
only one material at a time; 
then, if it doesn’t work, go on 
to the next one. When the 
whiteness has disappeared, 
rub the surface with furniture 
polish. 


Q — I have taken up wood- 
working as a hobby. Recently 
I bought some ebony w’ood be- 
cause I had been told that it 
was very light in weight. The 
kind sent to me is quite heavy. 
Is it real ebony? 


Q— We saw some furniture 
in a department store that had 
a finish which the salesman 
called limed oak. He said the 
final coat was lacquer, but he 
wasn’t sure exactly how Ihe 
effect was achieved. Since we 
have an unfinished oak table, I 
wonder if you could tell us how’ 
to gel the limed oak finish? 

A — The wood must be 
bleached before anything else 
is done— assuming that the 
finish is reasonably smooth. If

the finish isn’t light enough, 
repeat the process, being 
certain to follow the directions 
on wiping off the residue. 
Next, apply a wood filler, 
brushing it on, then rubbing 
across the grain with a cloth. 
In buying the filler, be sure the 
label says it can be used under 
lacquer. The lacquer should 
be diluted 50-50 with lacquer 
thinner, preferably of the 
same brand as the lacquer. 
Apply at ieast three coats of 
lacquer, letting each dry 
thoroughly and sanding each 
lightly w’ith very fine 
sandpaper. After the final coat 
has dried, rub lightly w’ith fine 
steel wool. Apply a paste wax.

Home rule vote set Aug. 8 


County voters will have the 
opportunity to voteon a county 
home rule question in the Aug 
8 general primary election. 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners yesterday 
adopted a resolution placing 
the question on the August 
ballot, thus giving the voters 
their second chance in four 
years to voice their opinions 
on the item. 

In 1968 a county home rule 
proposal was vetoed, 363,299 to 
316,459. 

The commissioners failed to 


act on a proposal which would 
have put a captial 
improvement millage 
proposal on the May 17 
presidential primary ballot 
The proposed resolution was 
passed for the day. giving the 
board another opportunity to 
bung it up and act on it before 
the March 28 deadline. 

The capital improvement 
millage proposal would 
allocate money for the county 
jail and youth facilities 

The commissioners have 
proposed three alternatives 


and will choose between them 
if they decide to put it on the 
May 16 ballot 

One would call for one mill 
for the next four years, 
amounting to $49,879,200, 
while another would be for A* 
of a mill for four years totaling 
$37,409,400. The third 
alternative would request li of 
a mill for the next five years, 
amounting to $46,761,750. 

A variety of reasons was 
voiced by the commissioners 
on why or why not the 
proposal should be voted on 


during the May 16 primary 
While several 
commissioners were worried 
about how the millage 
proposal would fare in the 
midst of a 10-mill school 
millage proposal facing 
Detroit voters, several others 
were concerned about 
whether or not the 1 mill 
proposal would hurt the school 
millage question 
Approval of the home rule 
proposition by a majority of 
the voters would establish a 
charter commission which 


woud draw up a proposed 
county charter within the 
limitations of the state county 
home rule act The voters 
would then decide whether or 
not to adopt the charter. 

Tlie major new feature of 
charter county government 
under the present state act 
would be an elected county 
executive. the county 
equivalent of a charter city’s 
mayor A county manager, an 
office which does not exist at 
present, could also be 
established under the charter.

State might pay- 
primary costs 


There may be a chance that 
area communities will not 
have lo pay the cost of the 
slate presidential primary. 

State Sen Milton Zaagman 
<K32nd District) of Grand 
Hapids has proposed a bill 
that would allow counties, 
cities and townships to submit 
election cost bills to the state. 

Ml hough the actual cost of 
the primary won’t be known 
until May 16, Zaagman 
estimates that it will run from 
between $450,000 to $750,000, 
but the State House Fiscal 
Agency puts the cost at $2.1 
million. 

Area communities have 
estimated costs of between 
$9,000 for Westland to $2,500 
for Wayne, and most are 
concerned, because their 
budgets hadn’t been planned 
to take on the extra expense of 
the elections. 


Another proposal in the 
state legislature would 
require the state to reimburse 
cities with more than 90,000 
people in full for the election, 
while giving smaller cities 
$180 per precinct to defray 
costs. 

The $180 per precinct 
figure wouldn’t cover the cost 
of an election for the less than 
90,000 populaa tion 
communities, however. 

Zaagman's bill, won’t 
provide for wages for 
permanemnt public officials 
and staffs, rental of buildings 
or polling places or the cost 
incurred for special elections 
held in conjunction with the 
presidential primary. 

Money for the payments is 
scheduled to come from the 
state general fund.

Income tax returns with 
labels can be quickly 
identified and processed since 
they contain necessary 
identifying information, 
Thomas A. Cardoza, district 
director of Internal Revenue 
for Michigan, said Monday. 


If your name or address has 
changed, make the necessary 
corrections on the label and 
lightly strike through the 
wrong preprinted 
information. If you have a 
refund due. this will help 
insure delivery of the check to 
the correct address. 

Taxpayers also should be 
certain that their correct 
social security number is 
entered on the label before 
they file their return. 

The filing deadline for 1971 
tax returns is April 17. 


Faust explains 
income tax hike 


A mid year hike in the state 
income tax may have strained 
most taxpayers’ budgets, but 
now it has apparently become 
a source of confusion for many 
taxpayers preparing state 
income tax returns. 

Responding to numerous 
inquiries as to how the tax rate 
for 1971 is derived, Sen. 
William Faust (D-Westland) 
said that the tax for the year 
1971 should be computed at the 
rate of 3.14 per cent. 

Explaining. Faust said that 
the state income tax went up 
1.3 per cent — from 2.6 to 3.9 
per cent — on Aug. 1. 1971. 


Thus, the 1.3 per cent 
increase was in effect for the 
last five months of the year. 

The 1.3 per cent is 
multiplied by the fraction of 
the year it was in effect (five- 
twelfths) to obtain a product 
of .54. 

Add the .54 to 2.6, which was 
the state income tax rate for 
the first seven months of 1971, 
to obtain the 1971 tax rate for 
the full year — 3.14 per cent.

Car dealers must 
post base price 


New car dealers in 
Michigan were reminded 
Monday they may not post an 
auto’s “sticker price” as its 
base price. 

“An automobile dealer must 
post the base price, the price 
at which he actually sold cars 
during the base period rather 
than the sticker price,” 
Thomas A. Cardoza, internal 
revenue director, said. 

Auto dealers are classified 
as retailers under Economic 
Stabilization Program rules. 
The base price is the highest 
actual price charged by the 


seller in a substantial number 
of transactions during the 
freeze base period, July 16 to 
Aug. 14. 

Once determined, the base 
price does not change, 
Cardoza said Recent price 
increases granted to auto 
manufacturers have no effect 
on a dealer’s base prices. 

Although the purchaser of a 
new car seldom pays the 
sticker price, Cardoza said, 
the sticker price may be the 
same as the base price if a 
dealer gave no discounts 
during the base period.

Canton joins effort 
to prevent pollution 


Canton Township has joined 
the growing vanguard of 
communities determined to 
prevent the pollution of the 
Huron River 

The township Board of 
Trustees adopted a resolution 
Tuesday night stating its 
opposition to any plan for 
sewage treatment facilities to 
be located on the Huron River. 

The resolution was 
patterned after a similar 
resolution adopted by the 
Huron Township Board of 
Trustees March 8. 

The resolutions stipulated 
that sewage treatment plants 
be located near Lake Erie 
with interceptor sewers built 
to service the southeastern 
portion of Michigan. 

A triple pronged effort in 
Wayne, Washtenaw and 
Oakland counties has evolved 
lo provide water quality 
management in southeastern 
Michigan. 

Many of the communities in 
the three counties fear that 


current use of the Huron River 
has endangered its purity 
Some communities such as 
Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti have 
plans to build a sewer system 
up the Huron 

A loosely-knit organization 
of municipalities was formed 
in September, 1971, to develop 
sound water quality 
management and to propose 
waste water treatment plants 
to abate pollution of the 
Huron. 

In December, Ann Arbor 
passed a resolution stating its 
opposition to inclusion in the 
final plans for a waste water 
system. 

Canton Township's 
engineering consultant 
recommended to the Board of 
Trustees that it support the 
plan. 

“It’s essential to Canton,” 
said Bob Wade of Wade, Trim 
and Associates. “Canton will 
need such a system by the 
time it reaches 100 per cent 
growth.” 


Wade related that current 
ideas on the sewage treatment 
facilities would build an 
interceptor sewer along the 
eastern boundary of the 
towmship within five years. 

"Within five years. Canton 
will find it vital,” the 
consultant said

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Schools receive only 
part of contingency 


The State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction has 
recommended there be no 
contingency fund withholding 
from state school aid payents 
next year - at the same time 
recommending those funds 
withheld this year be only 
partially returned to local 
districts. 

Dr. John W. Porter made 
the recommendation because 
of difficulty in obtaining 
information regarding how 
much of the contingency funds 
local districts actually need in 
order to operate without a 
deficit. 

The contingency fund was 
authorized by the legislature 
in the current state school aid 
act as a measure to maintain a 
balanced state budjget. The 
statute also requires the 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to report and 
make recommendations to the 
appropriations and Education 
Committees of the legislature 
relating to the disposition of 


any monies that would be 
available in the fund if the 
state's general fund balances 
permitted. 

A twofold problem was 
created in the contingency 
fund language. Porter has 
advised. 

“First, school districts are 
constitutionally required to 
operate on a balanced budget, 
and most of Michigan's school 
districts this year have 
complied, thus reducing their 
services to compensate for the 
portion of their state aid 
payments withheld for the 
contingency fund," he 
explained. 

“Second, as long as local 
school districts have several 
options available to them to 
respond to the contingency 
withholding, it is difficult for 
the State Department of 
Education to obtain any 
uniform needs pattern for the 
required recommendations as 
to possible restoration of the 
funds," Porter said. 


“Compounding this is the 
problem faced by school 
administrators who don’t 
know until spring what 
money, if any, will be 
available to them from the 
fund. If they adopt a budget 
which includes the 
contingency withholdings and 
funds aren’t restored, they 
end up operating at a deficit," 
Porter said. 

If districts adopt an 
austerity budget and wait 
until they are told in the spring 
if they have additional monies 
coming from the fund, they 
place themselves in the 
possible jeopardy of being 
falsely accused of not really 
needing the money, Porter 
added 

The superintendent met 
with the legislative committee 
chairman last week to go over 
a district-by district financial 
report and advise them as to 
his recommendations on 
restoration of the withheld 
funds

He told them the evidence 
was not substantial enough at 
ibis time to recommend the 
full return of all funds 
withheld this year from 
schools 

“This was a hard decision to 
make, especially considering 
that the state’s largest school 
districts have indicated that 
the withholding is causing 
severe problems and possible 
deficit financing, and that we 
know definitely of 53 districts 
operating at deficit levels," 
Porter stated. 

He recommended the same 
reduction formula be applied 
to state aid as was applied to 
appropriations for state 
government units last 
December, when part of their 
funds originally withheld on a 
contingency basis were 
restored 

This course, if funds are 
available, would return 
approximately $10 million to 
the schools.
